The political writers, however, |

The new development in Ireland 
had created much suspicion among 
the conservative politicians; this 
is editorially voiced by the Morn- 
ing Post, which sees in the situa- 
tion a triumph for Republicanism. 
It says Eamonn De Valera out- 
witted Lioyd George with con- 
temptuous ease and predicts that’! 
Great Britain will have to recon- 
quer Treland.
